While my source may have been prejudiced, Alan Sweatt, the chief criminal deputy 
sheriff, told me as I rocall that he was chased out of his own polygraph ifcoom, to 
*.;hich lie added that when he left ther/ was nobody there who wa3 really competent at 
it. He was offended and that may have ingluenced what he told me.

A number of police officers have written me but you are the only one who expressed 
an interest in the polygraph. 

Ruby was also sick in the head. Henry Wade is a friend. Ho let me go through 
his Ruby file after ^uby died. lie had a letter from the SFCA about *Kxby. He referred 
to Ids dachsund Sheba as his wife. The FBI was concerned tliat he was treating her 
that way. 

There wore a few other tilings like tliat, not about dogs but like fondling young 
girls just entering puberty and doing tliat in public.
